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TOKYO TMADDLE 
From John Schagen, Our 
Japanese Correspondent 


Today at noon I decided to do a little 
xploring, so I walked dorm to the Ginza. 
here are a fow of the big stores left 

standing amid all the ruins, ond the -~.-. 

sunny side of the strect is lined with 
peddlers, They sell souvenirs, hardware, 
shoelaces, practically anything small, 
and sone of then are ail set up to re- 
pair shoes right there'on the sidewalk. 

CI's go riding by in rickshas, looking 

very self-satisfied but at the sane time 

self-conscious, 

I have been observing clcthes worn 
around here, They’?re very interesting, 
especially the women's. Those vho don!tt 
wear western style things seen to have 
tvo choices. One is'the lrimono-obi con- 
bination that we're used to seeing in 
pictures, The other is a sort of siren- 
suit which looks like a cross between 
Churchill's outfit and air corps fatigues. 
I gather theytre the working women of the 
lower strata. The men either wear regular 
western clothes or nilitary cutfits, with 
the military tors in the majority. 
verybody must have been in the service 
or in the reserves. 

Today I decided to get out of tom and 
see something, so I set out for Kana- 
kura, about 30 miles avay to the south- 
west, just an hour by train. The trains 
are free to the occupation forces and 
most of then have special cars reserved 
for us. Yamnakura is noted for several 
temples and the Kanalura Daibatsu, a big 
bronze Buddha dating back to about 149-1. 
People flock to these places for picnics, 
They do some worshipping and then eat 
lunch and presumably fo home. The ‘lach~ 
iman Shrine is the bisrest of the lot, 
vith en alley of cherry trees terminated 
by tort at each end. From a print in 
the museum, I inferred that these tort 
were oncs in the water and the dis~ 
tinective: pattern of walks now existing 
follows the lines of the wharves that 
used to be there, I tock a couple of 
pictures of this and of the Myohonji 
Temple, a thatch-roofed job in a canyon 
very reminiscent of Cascade Canyon in 
Ifill Valley. 

Thero is also the ‘ase Tixvannon, an 
image 30 feet hich carved out of half a 
tree. The other half was also made 
into a Kvannon, and lives sonevhere else.. 
This one is in a partial structure, the 
rest of vhich burned and is (cont, pe 8) 
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- Lunch. Ceve face and the Guano Pit, 
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Sunshine on the mountain, above the fog- 
drenched city, rewarded the fourteen rock 
climbers under Ken Adam's leadership who 
put-in.a full day Ivy 19 clinbing in the 
East Peak of Tamalpais. Sam Sherill is 
reported to have done a very nice bit of 
climbing up one face, and Dave Loomis 

and others got in some piton practice 
progressing along the ceiling of the cave. 
Others were content with simpler practice 
climbs or basked in the welcone sunshine. 


The week before, sone 30 climbers 
trekked out to Pine Canyon, via the lmox 
Road and a hike across the hills to the 
rocks. Pine Canyon affords excellent 
rappel practice, a chirmey clinb, and 
both piton and overhead belayed climbing 
of varying degrees of difficulty. ‘hile 
the social clinbers sun-bathed, slept 
or watched, clinbers kept the ropes busy 
on the Cajiel's Back, the Pagoda, the

involved climbing of the day was done 
by Tore Bedayan, Fritz Lippmen and John 
Salathe, who worked out a new piton 
route (still unnamed) around the edge 
above the lower cave.
